Form letter can be w ritten using Edlin, Wordstar or any other word processor w hich produces standard IBM DOS 
ascii files. 

Field Calculations: 

Arithmetic and date calculations can be performed on fields. 

Reconfigures Data Base: 

Data base can be reconfigured. Fields can be added, deleted, reordered, lengthened or shortened. 

Merge: 

Two separate data bases can be merged together to create a larger data base. Data bases do not have to be of 
identical form to be merged. 

Data bases can be joined on common fields to form new data bases. 

Merge w ith common field provides relational capabilities. 

Applications:
